Community forum helps establish needs of Falmouth

Let us tune in with 
each other and our history by 
ringing bells, in churches, 
civic centers, at 2 p.m. this 
July 4 in honor of the 237th 
anniversary of our indepen¬ 
dence. 


Mayor Mark Hart welcomed 
everyone to the 2013 city of Fal¬ 
mouth Community Forum on Thurs¬ 
day, June 13. This forum was spon¬ 
sored by the Pendleton County 
Community Development Office 
and the League of Women Voters of 
Pendleton County in collaboration 
with the city of Falmouth. Mayor 
Hart delivered the invocation and 
introduced the Falmouth City Coun¬ 
cil and other local officials for open¬ 
ing comments. 

Mayor Hart explained the pur¬ 
pose of the event, "To bring com¬ 
munity leadership together to dis¬ 
cuss and arrive at a consensus 
regarding what we want this com¬ 
munity to be like in two to four 
years." 

Hart then introduced Pendleton 
County Community Development 
Director Bill Mitchell who gave an 
overview of the forum process. 
Time was appropriated for needs 
gathering as to what the top need in 
the community was above all oth¬ 
ers. The needs were determined and 


ranked into the top five priorities. 
Attendees divided into five groups 
(one for each priority) and gave 
five-minute presentations regarding 
why their need is important and 
what steps could be taken to accom¬ 
plish it. 

Director Mitchell asked for the 
top needs to be named with a one 
sentence explanation of why it was 
felt this need was important. Needs 
were also solicited from the audi¬ 
ence. A total of 24 needs were pre¬ 
sented for consideration. Following 
this, the audience participants iden¬ 
tified their top three priority needs 
and ranked each in order of impor¬ 
tance with a score of three being the 
most important, two being the next 
important and one being third most 
important. 

The 24 needs named, in order of 
importance, were: address drug 
problem, recruit an urgent care 
facility, hire a tourism director, fos¬ 
ter more community pride, gain 
control of housing vouchers, create 
more jobs, eliminate slum and 


vacant buildings, create academic 
programs and workforce skills 
through Gateway CTC, west side 
and Montjoy Street urban renewal, 
four lane U.S. 27 through the coun¬ 
ty, create landlord coalition, elimi¬ 
nate flood problem, more visible 
law enforcement presence, more 
business development in downtown, 
beautify both entrances to city, 
eliminate the perception of the flood 
program, better marketing of Fal¬ 
mouth to the region, better access to 
1-75, implenation of design guide¬ 
lines, more supervised recreation of 
youth, foster more home ownership, 
create an enterprise zone, create an 
arts district, and lower city property 
taxes. 

Next, the participants broke into 
five groups, picked the need they 
personally identified with as being 
the most important and discussed 
ways this need could be accom¬ 
plished. They prepared a list of the 
steps necessary to accomplish this 
need and presented them to the full

Never the less, governor Beshear 
sent me a letter to be read in his 
absence. 

The Honorable state representa¬ 
tive Mike Denham had the honor to 
represent the governor by reading 
this letter to all who attended this 
service on June 8, 2013 at the con¬ 
stables's grave site, Mt. Zion Ceme¬ 


tery in Brooksville. 

Besides the reading of the gover¬ 
nor's letter, the family of John 
Holton were presented with a medal 
commemorating the valor and ser¬ 
vice of constable John Holton, pre¬ 
sentation of the American flag to the 
family and the placing of a wreath on 
the grave site. A 21-gun salute was 
performed by the Brooksville VFW 
members, presenting arms (hand 
salute), from the following members 
of the law enforcement community: 
The Kentucky State Police; Bracken 
County Sheriff's Department; 
Brooksville Police; and Kentucky 
constables from the commonwealth. 
These made up the honor guard for 
constable Holton's memorial. 

Those who had the opportunity 
to speak also mentioned the many 
law enforcement men and women 
who daily put their lives in harms 
way to protect and serve our fellow 
man.

Report on the Financial Statement 

We have audited the accompanying statement of revenues, expenditures, and excess fees - regulatory basis of the County Clerk of 
Pendleton County, Kentucky, for the year ended December 31,2012, and the related notes to the financial statement. 

Management's Responsibility for the Financial Statement 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of this financial statement in accordance with financial reporting 
provisions prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s 
regulatory basis of accounting as described in Note 1. Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and 
maintenance of internal control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of a financial statement that is free from material 
misstatement, whether due to fraud or error. 

Auditor's Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on this financial statement based on our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for County Fee Officials 
issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free from material misstatement. 

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and disclosures in the financial statement. The 
procedures selected depend on the auditor’s judgment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial 
statement, whether due to fraud or error.

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the County Clerk, as of 
December 31, 2012, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the revenues, expenditures, and excess 
fees of the County Clerk for the year ended December 31, 2012, in accordance with the basis of accounting practices prescribed or 
permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1, 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated April 19, 2013 on our consideration of the 
Pendleton County Clerk’s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is solely to describe the scope of our testing 
of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the 
effectiveness of the Pendleton County Clerk’s internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral 
part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards in considering the entity’s internal control over 
financial reporting and compliance.

Don r t be taken in by something 
that sounds too good to be true 


Parents of college-bound stu¬ 
dents often hear from companies 
that promise to help them find 
financial aid to pay for college. 
But families don’t have to pay for 
this kind of information, accord¬ 
ing to the Kentucky Higher Edu¬ 
cation Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

Financial aid information can 
be obtained free by working with 
a school counselor, checking out 
sources in the library, doing free 
online scholarship searches or 
contacting the financial aid office 
of the college the student plans to 
attend. 

If you decide to use a compa¬ 
ny to help you find financial aid, 
make sure you’re dealing with a 
reputable one. The Federal Trade 
Commission cautions students to 
be especially skeptical about 
scholarship search companies and 
websites that make these claims: 

• You’ve been selected by a 
national foundation to receive a 
scholarship.” Check with a guid¬ 
ance counselor to find out if the 
foundation is legitimate. Be espe¬ 
cially wary if you’re notified that 


you’re a finalist in a scholarship 
contest you didn’t enter. 

• “We’ll do all the work.” It’s 
highly unlikely that the company 
will fill out all the applications for 
all the financial aid sources it 
sends you. 

• “I just need your credit card 
or bank account number to hold 
this scholarship.” Never give these 
numbers to a person or company 
you’re not sure about. 

• “You’re guaranteed to get 
money for college or your money 
back.” Read the fine print. If it 
sounds too good to be true, it 
probably is.

One in particular saw a 
hole being blown in my 1954 
Chevrolet’s front seat. The result 
occurred from a good friend of 
mine, Ernie Colvin, getting ner¬ 
vous as he was lighting a fire¬ 
cracker. We were cruising, and 
he threw the cigarette lighter 
from the car instead of the 
intended firecracker. This event 
happened on a Fourth as we were 
driving around town trying to 
impress people. We saw some 
female friends sitting in their 
yard and thought it would be fun 
to toss one of the loud and pow¬ 
erful ‘Silver Salutes’ near where 
they were sitting to scare them. 

As I rounded the corner, 
Ernie prepared for the toss. 
When the fuse began to sizzle, he 
became nervous, dropped the 
firecracker in the fold of the seat, 
and threw the lighter out the 
window. After the explosion, 
smoke engulfed my car, includ¬ 
ing the seat of Ernie’s jeans. 
Once the smoke cleared, we 
retrieved the lighter and discov¬ 
ered the hole that had been 
blown in my car seat. The joke 
was on us and the friends sitting 
in the yard got a good laugh. 

Another memorable Fourth 
happened some 60 years ago. I 
was just a wee fledgling and my 
family and I had gone to visit 
some friends who were truly 


‘country.’ These folks had a large 
family of perhaps a dozen kids. 
This family, combined with ours, 
formed a ‘passel’ of youngsters. 
There was always plenty of fun 
and excitement with every visit 
and boredom was unknown. 

These folks had a large flock 
of chickens that roamed in the 
fenced chicken yard located near 
the house. There were always 
four of five stray chickens scratch¬ 
ing in the yard that had somehow 
escaped the pen. With the com¬ 
bined presence of kids, chickens, 
and several hounds, not a single 
blade of grass appeared anywhere 
near the house. With the running 
and playing of the kids and the 
scratching and digging of the 
dogs and chickens, the yard was 
completely bate and packed as 
tightly as concrete. The lady of 
the house actually swept the yard 
with a broom. 

I will never forget the deli¬ 
cious meal that was prepared and 
enjoyed at noon. About 4:30 in 
the afternoon, several large water¬ 
melons were carried to the front 
yard and placed on an old wagon, 
under a shade tree. These melons 
had been cooling for 24 hours in 
the milk cooler in the milk house. 
I can still hear the popping and 
cracking of the melons as the 
knife was inserted for cutting. 

One must use imagination to 
be able to share this moment: 
sixteen very skinny and bare¬ 
footed kids hungrily gulping 
down watermelon; juice running 
down both sides of their mouths 
and stomachs; the juice com¬ 
bined with the dirt rings on the 
necks and stomachs appeared like 
erosion ditches; kids spitting out 
seeds with the rapidity of a 
machine gun. This process 
would be interrupted only with 
the request for another piece. 

The only requirement for 
another helping was that none of 
the ted meat could be wasted. 
This examination was under the 
eagle eye of an adult. 

The disposal of the rind was 


no trouble. After each slice was 
finished one merely had to fling 
the remains in the chicken pen 
and the scraps were quickly 
devoured by the hungry chickens 
and all evidence that remained 
was a paper-thin sliver of green. 
The few stray chickens that were 
running loose in the yard had 
already taken care of the spit 
seeds and other waste pieces that 
had dropped. 

The final segment of this 
day’s activities was the lighting of 
fireworks. One of the older sons 
was a truck driver and had pur¬ 
chased fireworks in Tennessee. 
Fireworks were not restricted by 
law in Tennessee. 

We were having fun placing 
the powerful ‘cherry bombs’ and 
‘silver salutes’ under tin cans and 
watching as the cans flew high 
into the air. Everything was 
going fine until one of the older 
boys lit a ‘cherry bomb’ and 
threw it into the bare yard. As it 
rolled on the surface, I suppose 
one of the stray hens thought the 
object was a piece of food and 
grabbed it with her beak. At that 
very second the explosion 
occurred taking with it the chick¬ 
en’s head. The headless chicken 
began flopping and turning in 
circles. 

The lady of the house 
appeared and realized something 
was not right. When she saw the 
chicken and its condition, she 
understood the problem. 

With a few choice words she 
threatened to “skin everyone 
present within an inch of his 
life!” 

Of course no one would con¬ 
fess to the crime. She then 
ordered the remainder of the 
fireworks confiscated and quickly 
instructed someone to heat water. 
The chicken could be saved and 
used for Sunday dinner. 

The hen was dressed; the day 
ended; and we all returned home; 
full of watermelon and memories 
of a “Happy Fourth of July.”

Labor Cabinet reminds employers to beat the heat 


The Kentucky Labor Cabinet 
this summer is reminding work¬ 
ers about the dangers of working 
in hot and humid environments. 
Many employees suffer heat- 
related illnesses, and tragically, 
some can even perish due to 
extreme conditions. 

In order to minimize the 
adverse effects of exposure to 
extreme heat, cabinet employees 
will be providing information 
related to the prevention of heat- 
related illness. Employees and 
employers also will receive 
instruction on how to recognize 
the signs and symptoms and how 
to handle heat-related health 
emergencies. 

One important fact to 
remember, according to Labor 


Cabinet Secretary Larry Roberts, 
is that heat illnesses and deaths 
are preventable. “Allowing addi¬ 
tional break periods, ensuring 
that employees drink adequate 
amounts of water and providing 
shade or cooled environments 
are safeguards employers can 
apply to make certain workers do 
not experience a heat-related ill¬ 
ness. 

“Co-workers should routine¬ 
ly check on each other during 
extreme conditions. Remember 
three words: water, rest and 
shade,” said Roberts. 

To protect workers, employ¬ 
ers should: 

• Learn the signs and symp¬ 
toms of heat-induced illnesses 
and what to do to help the 


worker 

• Train the workforce about 
heat-induced illnesses 

• Perform the heaviest work 
in the coolest part of the day 

• Slowly build up tolerance to 
the heat 

• Work in pairs 

• Drink plenty of cool water 

• Ask employees to wear 
light, loose-fitting, breathable 
clothing; and 

• Take frequent breaks.

KHSAA to implement changes to middle school athletics

Recently the Kentucky High 
School Athletic Association 
(KHSAA) adopted changes that 
will effect Pendleton County 
middle school athletics as well as 
middle school athletics state¬ 
wide. 

Two years ago the Kentucky 
Board of Education created a 
task force to evaluate regulations 
and policies regarding middle 
school level athletics, and after 
several months of investigation 
the task force concluded that 
changes were necessary in order 
to improve the health and safety 
perspective for the students. 

"Pendleton County athletics 
has always been up to par when 
it comes to enforcing the proper 
regulations and guidelines," said 
Director of Athletics Keith 
Smith. "Past AD's Tom Woofter, 
Kay Mudd and Gary Dearborn 
have done a great job in working 
with the KHSAA to ensure that 
all sports were abiding by the 


rules and keeping up to date with 
any changes that have been made 
over the years," continued Smith. 

Last year, Smith made it man¬ 
datory that all middle school 
coaches have certified CPR train¬ 
ing as well as increased education 
and awareness when dealing with 
concussions. Smith also worked 
with the football program to 
bring increased awareness to high 
heat indexes that occur during 
the summer months as the play¬ 
ers go through conditioning. 
Furthermore, it was decided that 
all coaches must be at least 21 
years of age or older. 

Beginning in the 2014-15 
school year, any student below 
seventh grade will not be permit¬ 
ted to compete at any level of 
high school athletics (freshman, 
junior varsity or varsity). Any 
student that has been permitted 
to compete at that level prior to 
the conclusion of the 2013-14 
school year will be "grandfa¬ 
thered" in regulation, and will 
allowed to continue to compete 


at the high school level. At the 
start of the 2016-17 school year, 
no student will be permitted to 
compete at the high school level. 

Additionally, Middle School 
Advisory Committee's will be 
regionally distributed through¬ 
out the state to monitor and 
review current programs and 
policies. Each committee will 
make recommendations and 
assist in guidelines for schools, 
districts, conferences and associa¬ 
tions, and report back to the 
Commissioner of the KHSAA. 

Further changes will see limi¬ 
tations in practice time and 
scrimmages prior to the start of a 
season. All middle school teams 
shall not exceed the limits set for 
high school level teams. 

Smith added, "The changes 
made by the KHSAA are done in 
the best interest of the students, 
and Pendleton County athletics 
will continue to look for ways to 
make the playing experience as 
safe and enjoyable as possible for 
all student athletes." 


Winner of Steve Crosman Award announced 

Outstanding water treatment operator recognized

The Kentucky Division of 
Compliance Assistance (DCA), 
located within the Department 
for Environmental Protection, 
announced the winner of the first 
annual Steve Crosman Award for 
Outstanding Environmental Pro¬ 
fessionalism. Susan Butts, super¬ 
visor at the Augusta Regional 
Water Treatment Plant and for¬ 
mer lead operator for the City of 
Falmouth Water Treatment Plant, 
received the award from Julia 
Kays, assistant director of DCA. 

Butts, who holds certifications 
in Class IV-A Drinking Water 
Treatment, Class III Distribution 
and Class I Wastewater Treat¬ 
ment, was nominated by each of 
the two plants where she has 
worked. 

The Steve Crosman Award for 
Outstanding Environmental Pro¬ 
fessionalism is presented in honor 
of Steve Crosman, a trainer with 
the Certification and Licensing 
Branch of DCA, who passed 
away in December of 2011. Steve 
devoted himself to ensuring safe 
water for Kentucky by making 
sure he did his best to assist and 
train operators. The purpose of 
the award is to recognize those 
individuals who value profession¬ 
alism in their work and see the 


importance of providing quality 
service to the citizens of the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

Susan Butts has devoted most 
of her professional life to the 
Water Treatment profession, hav¬ 
ing spent 22 years at the Fal¬ 
mouth plant and 12 years at the 
Augusta facility. In 1997 when a 
major flood hit Falmouth, she 
lived at the flooded plant for 
more than a month in order to 
work closely with officials to 


clean up and reestablish safe 
drinking water for the city. 

Butts has created an education 
program through the Augusta 
Independent Schools to conduct 
tours of the plant while educating 
students about proper environ¬ 
mental techniques to treat and 
conserve potable water. Since 
Butts has been supervisor, there 
have been no Notice of Viola¬ 
tions at the Augusta Water Treat¬ 
ment Plant. 


Staying afloat with boating safety in Kentucky 


As many Kentuckians get set 
for a July Fourth holiday spent 
relaxing on the water, Kentucky 
Farm Bureau (KFB) urges boat¬ 
ers, swimmers, fishers and skiers 
to be keenly aware of their sur¬ 
roundings and exercise caution 
while enjoying a day on the lake. 

The Bluegrass State touts 
more than 90,000 miles of shore¬ 
line and, as a result, has more 
miles of navigable water than any 
other state in the union except 
Alaska. With that much water to 
be enjoyed, Kentucky’s seemingly 
innumerable lakes and rivers 
attract tens of thousands of peo¬ 
ple to recreational boating each 
summer. Such a high volume of 
traffic on the water necessitates 
greater attention to safety from 
every boater. 

A historical look through KFB 
Insurance claims data reveals that 
June and July are the peak months 
for boating accident occurrences. 
The two top reasons for KFB’s 
boating accident claims - colli¬ 
sions, and upsets or overturns - 
are commonly associated with 
driver error. Well more than half 
($3.8 million) of the $6.7 million 
that KFB Insurance paid out for 
1,478 boating accident claims 
during the last five years came 
from those two categories alone. 

“Taking shortcuts with boat¬ 
ing safety can be risky business,” 
said Randy Chrisman, Chair of 
KFB’s Safety & Rural Health 
Advisory Committee. “A day on 
the lake is a great way to feel like 
you’re getting away from it all, 
but boaters need to enjoy that 
freedom in a way that keeps 
themselves and those around 


them safe.” 

According to the National 
Safe Boating Council (NSBC), 
70% of recreational boating acci¬ 
dents are caused by operator fac¬ 
tors. The U.S. Coast Guard sup¬ 
ports this fact and advises that 
collision with another vessel or 
object can frequently be avoided 
by posting a lookout to help 
navigate around obstacles, know¬ 
ing and following the nautical 
rules of navigation, and slowing 
down when in unfamiliar waters 
or maneuvering in close-quarter 
situations, such as approaching or 
leaving a dock. 

It is additionally important to 
remember that operating a boat 
while under the influence of alco¬ 
hol or drugs is not only illegal in 
all states and a violation of federal 
law, but it is also extremely dan¬ 
gerous. The NSBC says that a 
boater with a blood alcohol con¬ 
tent of .08 (equivalent to a 180- 
lb. male consuming five beers in 
one hour) is 10 times more likely 
to die in a boating accident than 
a boater with a zero blood alcohol 
level. 

Fortunately for KFB policy¬ 
holders, most boating accidents 
submitted as insurance claims 
have not resulted in bodily harm 
(just 0.3%), but it is advisable to 
recognize that accidents with 
injuries do happen. Keeping a 
few simple pieces of equipment 
on board can help lessen the 
effect of an accident when and if 
it occurs: 

Life jackets are a must. Both 
state and federal law requires a 
Type I, II or III personal flotation 
device on all boats. Vessels greater 


than 16 feet in length must also 
have a Type IV, or throwable, 
personal flotation device. All chil¬ 
dren 12 and under are required to 
wear a life jacket whenever a boat 
is in motion. 


State law requires all boats 
equipped with a petroleum prod¬ 
uct consuming device (engine, 
lantern, stove, etc.) to have a 
handheld fire extinguisher on 
board. 

Boats 16 feet or longer are 
required by Kentucky law to have 
a signaling device capable of pro¬ 
ducing an audible blast for at 
least two seconds and that can be 
heard for a half-mile. Boats 
26-feet or longer must have a 
device that is audible for a mile, 
and vessels 40 feet or longer must 
have one with an audible range of 
1.5 miles. 

Any vessel operating on the 
water between sunset and sunrise 
must display proper navigation 
lights. Sidelights are required on 
the bow (front) of the boat - red 
on the port (left), green on the 
starboard (right) - and an all- 
around white light in the stern 
(rear). This helps give boaters an 
indication of the size and speed of 
other boats on the water when 
visibility is limited and indicates 
if a boat is in a meeting, crossing 
or overtaking position. 

For more boating safety tips 
and a complete listing of state 
and federal regulations regarding 
boat registration, operation, navi¬ 
gation and equipment on Ken¬ 
tucky’s waterways, download the 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources’ 2013-14 
Fishing and Boating Guide. 


Officials urge extreme caution when using fireworks 


The Kentucky Division of 
Fire Prevention and the Kentucky 
fire marshal encourage Kentucki¬ 
ans to attend community celebra¬ 
tions instead of celebrating with 
fireworks at home. 

"Setting off fireworks at home 
runs the risk of injury and may 
also run the risk of violating local 
ordinances and state law," said 
state fire marshal Bill Swope. "I 
recommend that families attend 
local firework displays instead of 
celebrating with fireworks at 
home. Let the professionals enter¬ 
tain your family," he said. 

"Citizens also should be aware 
of potential prohibitions against 
celebrating with fireworks as local 
governments can set their own 
fireworks bans," said Swope. 

But if you insist on celebrat¬ 
ing at home, Swope said safety 
and supervision are keys to a suc¬ 
cessful celebration. 

He offers the following safety 


tips to keep your family safe over 
the upcoming July 4th holiday 
and throughout the summer: 

• Use fireworks outdoors only. 

• Obey local laws. If fireworks 
are not legal where you live, do 
not use them. 

• Always have a bucket of 
water or a working water hose 
nearby. 

• Only use fireworks as 
intended. 

• Don't try to alter them or 
combine them. 

• Never relight a "dud" fire¬ 
work. Wait 20 minutes and then 
soak it in a bucket of water. 

• Use common sense. Specta¬ 
tors should keep a safe distance 
from the shooter and the shooter 
should wear safety glasses. 

• Alcohol and fireworks do 
not mix. Have a "designated 
adult shooter." 

• Do not use homemade fire¬ 
works or illegal explosives: They 


can kill you! 

• Report illegal explosives to 
the fire or police department in 
your community. Fireworks for 
sale to the public are clearly 
marked as 1.4 fireworks. 

According to state law, people 
under 18 cannot sell fireworks 
unless supervised by a parent or 
guardian; people under 18 can¬ 
not purchase fireworks; fireworks 
cannot be used within 200 feet of 
a structure, vehicle or other per¬ 
son; and fireworks cannot be sold 
to anyone who is under the influ¬ 
ence of drugs or alcohol. 

In addition, local vendors and 
citizens are required to comply 
with any and all local ordinances 
that apply to the sale, purchase 
and use of fireworks.

Take precautions with fireworks to prevent eye injuries 


The Fourth of July holiday is 
marked by cookouts, parades and 
patriotic fireworks displays. 
Although most families take pre¬ 
cautions to protect themselves 
and their children against the 
potential dangers of fireworks, 
thousands still visit the emergen¬ 
cy room every year - often with 
eye injuries. 

“Celebrating the Fourth of 
July with fireworks is a great tra¬ 
dition, but safety needs to be the 
top priority,” said Dr. Jon Shrews¬ 
bury, an optometrist in Beaver 
Dam, Ky. “Children are espe¬ 
cially vulnerable to injury from 
fireworks, particularly sparklers 
since they are handled at such 
close range.” 

According to a study from the 
U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission, approximately 


9,600 people were treated for 
injuries due to fireworks in U.S. 
emergency rooms during 2011, 
and 17 percent of those injuries 
were to the eyes. 

To help prevent eye injuries 
during firework season, the Ken¬ 
tucky Optometric Association 
recommends the following tips 
to help protect and preserve eye¬ 
sight during the Fourth of July 
holiday: 

• Discuss firework safety with 
children and teens prior to the 
Fourth of July holiday. 

• Don’t allow children to han¬ 
dle fireworks, and never leave 
them unsupervised near fire¬ 
works. 

• Wear protective eyewear 
when lighting and handling fire¬ 
works of any kind. 

• Store fireworks, matches 


and lighters in a secure place 
where children won’t find them. 

• Refrain from purchasing 
sparklers. Heating up to 2,000 
degrees or hotter, sparklers are 
the No. 1 cause of fireworks inju¬ 
ries requiring trips to the emer¬ 
gency room. 

• Be aware of your surround¬ 
ings, and only light fireworks 
when family, friends and children 
are at a safe distance. 

“If a firework-related eye inju¬ 
ry does occur, always follow up 
with a full optometric eye exam,” 
Shrewsbury said. “An optome¬ 
trist will help ensure that the 
injury heals correctly and will 
continue to monitor for future 
vision problems.”

July 2,1937 - Amelia Earhart & Fred Noonan 
disappear over Pacific Ocean. 



American legend, Amelia Earhart, 
lost over the Pacific on July 2, 1937 


July 2, 1937, the Lockheed air¬ 
craft carrying American aviator 
Amelia Earhart and navigator Fred¬ 
erick Noonan is reported missing 
near Howland Island in the Pacific. 
The pair were attempting to fly 
around the world when they lost 
their bearings during the most chal¬ 
lenging leg of the global journey: 
Lae, New Guinea, to Howland 
Island, a tiny island 2,227 nautical 
miles away, in the center of the 
Pacific Ocean. The U.S. Coast 
Guard cutter Itasca was in sporadic 
radio contact with Earhart as she 
approached Howland Island and 
received messages that she was lost 
and running Tow on fuel. Soon 
after, she probably tried to ditch the 
Lockheed in the ocean. No trace of 
Earhart or Noonan was ever found. 

Amelia Earhart was born in 
Atchison, Kansas, in 1897. She 
took up aviation at the age of 24 
and later gained publicity as one of 
the earliest female aviators. In 1928, 
the publisher George P. Putnam 
invited her to become the first 
woman to fly across the Atlantic 
Ocean. The previous year, Charles 
A. Lindbergh had flown solo non¬ 
stop across the Atlantic, and Put¬ 
nam had made a fortune off Lind¬ 
bergh's autobiographical book We. 
In June 1928, Earhart and two men 
flew from Newfoundland, Canada, 
to Wales, Great Britain. Although 
Earhart's only function during the 
crossing was to keep the plane's log, 
the flight won her great fame, and 
Americans were enamored of the 
daring young pilot. The three were 
honored with a ticker-tape parade 
in New York, and "Lady Lindy," as 
Earhart was dubbed, was given a 
White House reception by Presi¬ 
dent Calvin Coolidge. 

Earhart wrote a book about the 
flight for Putnam, whom she mar¬ 
ried in 1931, and gave lectures and 
continued her flying career under 
her maiden name. On May 20, 
1932, she took off alone from New¬ 


foundland in a Lockheed Vega on 
the first solo nonstop transatlantic 
flight by a woman. She was bound 
for Paris but was blown off course 
and landed in Ireland on May 21 
after flying more than 2,000 miles 
in just under 13 hours. It was the 
fifth anniversary of Lindbergh's his¬ 
toric flight, and before Earhart no 
one had attempted to repeat his 
solo transatlantic flight. For her 
achievement, she was awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross by 
Congress. Three months later, Ear¬ 
hart became the first woman to fly 
solo nonstop across the continental 
United States. 

In 1933, in the first flight of its 
kind, she flew solo from Wheeler 
Field in Honolulu to Oakland, Cal¬ 
ifornia, winning a $10,000 award 
posted by Hawaiian commercial 
interests. Later that year, she was 
appointed a consultant in careers 
for women at Purdue University, 
and the school bought her a mod¬ 
ern Lockheed Electra aircraft to be 
used as a "flying laboratory." 

March 17, 1937, she took off 
from Oakland and flew west on an 
around-the-world attempt. It would 
not be the first global flight, but it 
would be the longest—29,000 miles, 
following an equatorial route. 
Aboard her Lockheed were Freder¬ 
ick Noonan, her navigator and a 
former Pan American pilot, and 
co-pilot Harry Manning. After rest¬ 
ing and refueling in Honolulu, the 
trio prepared to resume the flight. 
However, while taking off for How¬ 
land Island, Earhart ground-looped 
the plane on the runway, perhaps 
because of a blown tire, and the 
Lockheed was seriously damaged. 
The flight was called off, and the 
aircraft was shipped back to Cali¬ 
fornia for repairs. 

In May, Earhart flew the newly 
rebuilt plane to Miami, from where 
Noonan and she would make a new 
around-the-world attempt, this 
time from west to east. They left 


Miami on June 1, and after stops in 
South America, Africa, India, and 
Southeast Asia, they arrived at Lae, 
New Guinea, on June 29. About 
22,000 miles of the journey had 
been completed, and tne last 7,000 
miles would all be over the Pacific 
Ocean. The next destination was 
Howland Island, a tiny U.S.-owned 
island that was just a few miles 
long. The U.S. Department of 
Commerce had a weather observa¬ 
tion station and a landing strip on 
the island, and the staff was ready 
with fuel and supplies. Several U.S. 
ships, including the Coast Guard 
cutter Itasca, were deployed to aid 
Earhart and Noonan in this diffi¬ 
cult leg of their journey. 

As the Lockheed approached 
Howland Island, Earhart radioed 
the Itasca and explained that she 
was low on fuel. However, after 
several hours of frustrating attempts, 
two-way communication was only 
briefly established, and the Itasca 
was unable to pinpoint the Lock¬ 
heed's location or offer navigational 
information. Earhart circled the 
Itasca's position but was unable to 
sight the ship, which was sending 
out miles of Black smoke. She radi¬ 
oed "one-half hour fuel and no 
landfall" and later tried to give 
information on her position. Soon 
after, contact was lost, and Earhart 
resumably tried to land the Lock- 
eed on the water. 

If her landing on the water was 

E erfect, Earhart and Noonan might 
ave had time to escape the aircraft 
with a life raft and survival equip¬ 
ment before it sank. An intensive 
search of the vicinity by the Coast 
Guard and U.S. Navy found no 
physical evidence of the fliers or 
their plane. Additional searches 
through the years have likewise 
failed to find any trace of the Lock¬ 
heed or of Earhart and Noonan, 
who almost certainly perished at 
sea.

Why Do We Celebrate Independence Dayi

Learn the significance of our 
national holiday and make it 
more meaningful to you. 

Celebrating the Fourth of July 
is one of the best parts about sum¬ 
mer. You get to barbecue with your 
family, watch fireworks, go to a 
parade—take part in all the fun 
summer activities. 

But another reason why July 
4th is so special is because it’s Inde¬ 
pendence Day, a holiday celebrat¬ 
ing the anniversary of the signing 
of the Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence. In 1776, founding father 
and soon-to-be president, Thomas 
Jefferson wrote what is now the 
United States’ most famous and 
cherished document to give a list of 
grievances against King George III 
of England. It was written to justify 
the colonies breaking away from 
the mother country and becoming 
an independent nation. Revised by 
Benjamin Franklin and John 
Adams, the Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence was signed by our found¬ 
ing fathers and accepted by Con¬ 
gress on July 4,1776. 

But the spirit of Independence 
Day is not only about the United 
States officially becoming a coun¬ 
try. It’s about celebrating the values 
that the country was founded 
upon. The Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence was written with the theory 
that every person has inherent 
rights, called “self-evident truths” 
in the official document. It reads: 
“We hold these truths to be self- 
evident: That all men are created 


equal; that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain unalien¬ 
able rights; that among these are 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap¬ 
piness.” 

Harry Rubenstein, a curator of 
American politics at the Smithson¬ 
ian Institution, says that Indepen¬ 
dence Day celebrates those very 
ideals of democracy, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness and is for any¬ 
one who finds faith in the words 
“all men are created equal.” But he 
says it is also a holiday to remember 
and honor those first Americans 


who made sacrifices to create the 
Republic and then defend it over 
the years. 

Rubenstein says that it’s also 
important to remember that as 
Americans, we should continue to 
embody the values our country was 
built on. “These are principles that 
you achieve and not just state,” he 
says. “[Our country] is a work in 
progress.” 

He mentions that although 
Independence Day is our national 
holiday and has huge historical 
significance, it should be one of 
celebration. “We shouldn’t be too 
serious about our holidays. Don’t 
feel like you have to go to a history 
class,” he says. “It’s a holiday that 
you should enjoy.” 

Even when the Declaration of 
Independence was signed, John 
Adams believed it should be com¬ 
memorated in a celebratory man¬ 
ner. He wrote to his wife Abigail, “I 
am apt to believe that it will be 
celebrated, by succeeding genera¬ 
tions, as the great anniversary festi¬ 
val... It ought to be solemnized 
with pomp and parade, with shows, 
games, sports, guns, bells, bonfires, 
and illuminations, from one end of 
this continent to the other, from 
this time forward forever more.” 

So have all the fun you want 
this Independence Day, and show 
your patriotism by celebrating and 
watching “illuminations” ... or 
fireworks!

Be a Good Sport At the State 
Fair 

The Kentucky State Fair is 
quickly approaching, and it will 
be time for 4-EFers to compete 
for state livestock awards. The 
4-H livestock shows are some of 
the most widely recognized and 
anticipated events of the fair. 
While these competitions are 
meant to be a fun, learning expe¬ 
rience for 4-H’ers, some get 
caught up in the competitive 
spirit of the event, which can 
cause anger and disappointment 
if a young person or animal 
doesn’t place as high as expected. 

Judging is not an exact sci¬ 
ence. Judges are chosen because 
they have very extensive back¬ 
ground in their specific species. 
They are breeders, producers and 
industry professionals. However, 
there is no “perfect” way to judge 
a livestock show. Judges have 
criteria to follow for each show, 
but some judges may emphasize 
certain criteria over others. The 
important thing is for the judge 
to remain consistent. Youth must 
be “good sports” and gracefully 
accept the judge’s decision. 

Judges look for different 
things in showmanship and non¬ 
showmanship livestock classes. 
In showmanship classes, judges 
focus on the appearance of the 
animal and the 4-H’er, the ani¬ 
mal’s behavior and the youth’s 
ability to control the animal. In 
the non-showmanship classes, 
emphasis is placed solely on the 
animal and how close it comes to 
its species’ standard. 
Showmanship classes are a 
chance for youth to exhibit all 
the hard work they have put into 
getting an animal prepared for 


the show. Young people compete 
against other 4-H’ers that are 
around their same age. This 
competition is not based on who 
has the most impressive animal 
physically, but if the animal is 
clean and properly groomed. 
Judges also evaluate the animal’s 
behavior, and in dairy and beef, 
if it demonstrates the correct 
demeanor and how well the 
youth is able to lead or control 
the animal in the show ring. 

Judges for non-showmanship 
classes focus solely on the ani¬ 
mal’s physical conformation. In 
the breeding animal classes, ani¬ 
mals are grouped based on the 
animal’s age or weight. Breeding 
animals are judged according to 
how close they mirror the breed 
or species standards. Standard 
specifications are spelled out by 
the breed and species’ associa¬ 
tions. In market animal classes, 
animals are typically grouped 
based on weight and judged 
according to how closely they 
match the “ideal” market animal 
for that species. The criteria typi¬ 
cally evaluated in market animals 
include muscling, leanness, 
growth and feet and leg struc¬ 
ture. 

As 4-H’ers across the state 
gear up for the Kentucky State 
Fair livestock shows, youth and 
parents should remember the life 
skills 4-H’ers learn while raising 
and preparing an animal for the 
shows are far more important 
than the outcome.

Summer watering 

When summer weather heats 
up with no sign of rain, gardeners 
hook up the water hose to give 
their thirsty landscapes a drink. 
It seems like a simple task, but 
there are some ways to ensure you 
get the most from your efforts. 

Plants benefit more from 
occasional heavy watering than 
from frequent shallow watering. 
Water equal to about 1 inch of 
rain penetrates the soil to a depth 
of about 6 inches which is enough 
to sustain most plants for a week. 
Light watering generally wets the 
soil to a depth of only an inch or 
less. This top inch of soil may 
hold some of the plant’s roots, 
but it will dry very rapidly. That 
means the water is not available 
to the plant for very long. It is 
much more effective to water less 
frequently and more thoroughly. 
During hot weather, some plants 
will wilt toward the end of the 
day - this is normal even if the 
soil has enough moisture. Look 
at plants in the morning for signs 
of drought stress (wilting, cup¬ 
ping of leaves, rolling of grass 
blades) and apply water when 
these signs are present. Wait until 


the next morning if you only see 
these signs at night. 

When you need to water your 
landscape, use a hose attachment 
to apply water to the base of the 
plant. A nozzle with multiple set¬ 
tings breaks the water into finer 
droplets that soak more easily 
into the soil. Apply water for 
several minutes before moving 
the hose to the next area. You can 
check with a hand spade to see 
how far down the soil has gotten 
moist. Try to apply enough water 
to soak to a depth of 6 inches. 
Soaker or drip hoses also are effi¬ 
cient and effective ways to water 
large areas. Plan to run this type 
of irrigation system for several 
hours to accomplish a thorough 
watering. 

Morning is the best time to 
take care of any overhead water¬ 
ing. This gives wet foliage a 
chance to dry in the sun. Flow¬ 
ers, leaves and stems that stay wet 
for several hours can have a high¬ 
er incidence of disease.

To Can or to Freeze? 

Soon, many vegetables and 
fruits will be ready for harvesting, 
and many gardeners will have 
more produce than they can 
readily eat. Those who want to 
preserve fresh, summer foods for 
later consumption will consider 
either freezing or canning the 
harvest. But is one way of preser¬ 
vation better than the other? The 
answer depends on the type of 
food you want to preserve. 

If proper techniques and cor¬ 
rect temperatures are used, frozen 
foods retain greater amounts of 
their vitamin content, natural 
color, flavor and texture. 

Freezing foods preserves them by 
stopping or slowing the growth 
of microorganisms that cause 
food-borne illnesses and spoilage. 

Freezing is perhaps the easiest 
food preservation method, but 
not all foods freeze well. Some 
vegetables with high water con¬ 
tent are not well suited for use as 
raw vegetables after freezing, but 
work well as ingredients in 
cooked dishes, like soups. Green, 
leafy vegetables like lettuce, cab¬ 
bage and celery can become limp 
and watery. They may also devel¬ 
op an oxidized flavor when fro¬ 
zen. Foods containing eggs or 
milk may separate water from 
solids or become tough, frothy or 
watery depending on the other 
ingredients. Freezing fried foods 
can cause them to lose their crisp¬ 
ness and become soggy. 

Like freezing, canning, when 
done correctly, can stop the 
growth of microorganisms that 
cause food-borne illnesses and 
spoilage. Canning is a safe and 
cost-effective way to preserve 
foods. Many fruits and vegetables 


begin losing their nutritive value 
once harvested, so it’s best to can 
foods at the peak of freshness. 
This is usually within six to 12 
hours after harvesting or purchas¬ 
ing from a farmers market. 

You should know the acidity of 
the food you are canning. Foods 
high in acid can be prepared in a 
boiling water canner while low- 
acid foods must be preserved 
using a pressure canner to mini¬ 
mize food-borne illnesses. 

If you’re canning for the first 
time or have previous experience 
but want to can a new food, 
check that the food has recom¬ 
mended canning guidelines from 
the U.S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. These guidelines can be 
found in USDA’ s Complete 
Guide to Home Canning avail¬ 
able online at http://nchfp.uga. 
edu/publications/publications_ 
usda.html. Do not can foods 
lacking USDA guidelines, as the 
absence of guidelines for a par¬ 
ticular food is likely due to a 
safety or quality concern. 

The amount of freezer space 
or access to canning supplies and 
equipment are additional factors 
to consider when choosing the 
best way to preserve fresh sum¬ 
mer produce. As food consumers 
become more familiar with food 
preservation, the question of 
freezing or canning becomes a 
choice based on taste, food pref¬ 
erences, convenience and avail¬ 
able resources. 

The University of Kentucky 
offers extension publications on 
the correct way to freeze and can 
foods. For more information on 
food preservation, contact the 
Pendleton County Cooperative 
Extension Service.
